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This document contains neither recomraendations nor 
conclusions of the PBI, The information set forth is based 
on the comments and views of local Governraent officials, 
police officials, leaders of various racial groups, established 
sources and public source information, and pertains to the 
racial situation as of the time the comments and views are 
expressed. The possibility that the racial situation in a 
particular area may abruptly change at any time should be 
taken into consideration. 

The names of certain individuals have been set out 
in this memorandum either to show their status as officers or 
people of responsibility in racial and other pertinent organ¬ 
izations, or to show the names of individuals who have sub¬ 
versive affiliations and who are influential in one or more 
of the organizations naraed and/or in activities or demon¬ 
strations mentioned herein. Characterizations of some of 
these individuals who have subversive affiliations are set 
forth where the pertinent information is recorded so that the 
relationship of the individual to the particular activity can 
be clarified. 

Characterizations of organizations named in this 
memorandum appear either in the details immediately following 
the first mention of the organization, or in the Appendix at 
the end of this memorandum, where such a characterization is 
pertinent- and available. 

There have been no changes except as noted herein 
since overall summary submitted April Id, 1969. 
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
